WASHINGTON, ‘Nov. 9.—Gen- 
eral prosperity among the farm- 
ers has practically wrecked the 
famous “Farm Bioc” which by 
holding the balance of power, 
has. exerted great influence in 
shaping legislation during the 
past several sessions of Congress, 
it was. stated by Senate leaders 
.oday. 

Senator Arthur Capper, of Kan- 
sas, chairman of the bloc in the 
upper branch and_ representative 
L. J. Dickinson, of Iowa, who as- 
sumed that role in the house, both 
candidly admit their followers are 
lukewarm and are disposed to 
break from the alliance. 

(Little effort will be made at 
the nevt session to, enact relief 
measures for farmers except to 
extend the cooperative marketing 
momement, as they appear as a 
class to be well satisfied with 
conditions as they are, according 
to Capper. Dickerson is reported, 
as holding similar views. 

In his annual message Presi- 
dent Coolidge will likely expouse

a new cooperative marketing bill 
which has the backing of Secre- 
tary of agriculture Jardine.
